“ indicate that the prosecuting attorney is 
able to conduct all of his duties in a half­ 
day working schedule” 
The governor said consideration should 
be given to combining the office with that 
of circuit attorney .

Israelis strike Arab 


g u errillas in Jo rd an 


TEL AVIV. Israel (AP) — Israeli air 
force jets bombed 
and 
strafed Arab 
guerrilla targets in southeastern Lebanon 
today , five day s after terrorists struck an 
Israeli kibbutz in northern Israel, the 
m ilitary command announced. 
A communique said the raids began at 
3; 10 p.m Lsraeli time, only minutes before 
President Nix on flew out of Amman. Jor­ 
dan, ending his tour of the Middle East. 
The attacks were on an area known as 
“ Fatahland." just north of the Israeli 
border in the shadow of Mt. Hermon. The 
command said its aircraft returned .safely . 
Four Arab terrorists slipped across the 
border from Lebanon last Thursday and 
killed three women at the Sham ir Kibbutz 
communal farm near the Golan Heights. 
The Arabs also were killed

Col. Herman My ers, chief of staff of the Missouri National 
Guard, said in Jefferson (’ity Monday that the Guard would be 
on a stand-by footing “ We have no intention of getting involved 
at all unless there is an emergency . ” said My ers 
The Jocal Guard unit is composed of about 130 personnel. One 
Guard spokesman siiid. however, that the Sedalia unit would 
have to be reinforced by others in the event it was needed. “ If 
we would have to commit, we would ne<‘d a pretty large force," 
said the spokesman 
Sheriff Em m ett Fairfax , who requested the Guard’s stand-by 
assistance, said he hiis also ask(*d the Missouri Highway Patrol 
to beef up its force here during the weekend, and ex pects 
around ^ ex tra troc^ers will be available. 
When bsked about his departm ent’s plans. Police Chief 
William Miller siiid, ‘Our prime effort will be to beef up patrols 
of busim*ss areas around the Fairgrounds, realizing that a

ScK'urity on the State Fairgrounds, where the festival will be 
held, will be provided by Wells Fargo Sc*curity Guard Services, 
Kansas City A Wells Fargo spokesrn.m said he could not release 
final details on the size of the security force until he had 
obtained approval for a news release nex t wwk 
Musical Prcx luctioiis Inc , Kansas City , wliich has booked the 
Oiark festival, originiilly e.stimated attendance at fiO.OOO. Other 
estim ates, however, place the anticipated crowd around 200,000. 
The festival is being adverti.sed nationally , including a full- 
page spread in the current Rolling Stone, the leading rock 
publication. Although festival officials liave downplay ed the 
rock angle. Rolling Stone refers to the Ozark event as an 18 -act 
"rojrk festival.”

QUITO. Ecuador (AP) - The world’s 
m ajor oil ex porting nations have agreed 
on a 2 per cent increase in roy alty rates

Countries after a three-day meeting in the 
Ecuadorean capital is about 11 cents a 
barrel or a quarter of a cent a gallon 
With the roy alty increase, the 13-nation 
meeting agreed to continue for another 
three months tfieir freeze on posted

put into effect last January 
Saudi Arabia, the biggest ex porter, had 
propo.sed lowering prices while the other 
12 OPEC members advocated some form

of increase, either in the posted price or in 
tax es, to keep pace with inflation 
Saudi Arabia disassociated itself from 
the roy alty increase, officially to await the 
outcome of its negotiations to take over 
more stock in the Arabian American Oil 
Co.

Smokin" Joe Frazier flashes old form 


NEW YORK (AP> — Joe Frazier came out smokin’ Monday 
night, blasted his way back into the heavyweight title picture 
and cast a giant shadow over Jerry Quarry's dream of ever 
wearing that coveted crown 
• ‘i wanted the public to see that I’m going back to being the 
• old Smokin' Joe.” said Frazier, moments after .stopping 
Quarry at 1:37 of the fifth round of their scheduled 12-round 
bout at Madison Square Garden. 
•‘All the things they said I couldn't do. I did tonight. " Frazier 
said. “ 1 really felt go(xl—just like my old .self " 
It was the old Smokin' Joe. the aggressive battler with the 
deva.stating left hook, but with .some new wTinkles—an effec­ 
tive right hand, some pesky jabs, a smothering defense. And he 
proved that the new Quarry was little more dangerous than the 
. old one. whom Frazier beat in .seven rounds five years ago. 
A cut above the left eye. opened by Frazier early in the fifth 
round, led referee Joe Louis—the former king of the 
• heavyweights—to stop the fight. But even without the cut. there 
was little doubt the fight belonged to Frazier. 
. 
"Everything I worked so hard for just didn't work. " said a 
disconsolate Quarry, who needed 15 stitches to close the cut 
above his left eye and three stitches to bind a smaller w'ound 
• above his right eye. "I just didn't have any .strength, nothing. 
' 
‘I had a very long elusive dream.” Quarry said of his quest 
for the heavyweight title. "I'm not sure I can make it now. " 
Quarry had six straight knockouts since ending a brief 
retirement 18 months ago. But Frazier was another matter, 
thanks largely to the ex-champ’s manager, Eddie Futch. who 
designed the varied attack Frazier used so effectively. 


•I've got to give all the credit to Eddie.” said Frazier, who 
• weighed 212 pounds to 197‘2 for Quarry. “He brought what was 
in me out again. ” 


•‘We worked on Joe's right hand, because I thought we would 
. catch Jerry off-guard.” said Futch. explaining the presence of 
,,the unexpectedly effective right in the Frazier arsenal. 'We 
knew Jerry would be looking for a left-hook attack " 


The victory provided for Frazier a decisive answer to critics 
' who claimed that his hard-fought victory in the first Mu­ 
hammad Ali fight had taken too much out of him. Those critics 
• pointed to his second-round knockout at the hands of George 
Foreman in Jamaica Jan. 22. 1973. and his loss to Ali one year 
later, as evidence of his deterioration. 
, 
But against Quarry. Frazier showed he still had that pow- 
' erful left hook, plus something extra.

Frazier clearly won the first two rounds despite being hit by a 
hard—but accidental—low blow with 30 seconds to go in the 
opening round Frazier grimaced in pain and walked to a 
corner, but Quarry quickly apologized and Louis motioned for 
the bout to continue 
The first really decisive punches of the fight came about 2 ' 
2 
minutes into the third round, when Frazier connected with a 
right to the body and followed with a left hook to the head that 
turned Quarry sideways. 
Frazier pounded away in the fourth, flooring Quarry with a 
mighty left hook to the stomach at the closing bell Quarry took 
a count of five before rising 
The fifth round was all FYazier He left Quarry helpless 
.After opening the cut over Quarry's left eye. F'razier motioned 
to Louis to stop the fight, but the referee let the boxers continue 
for another 30 seconds before calling a halt 
"Joe (Louis) should have .stopped it sooner: if not Joe. then 
the people in Jerry’s corner.” said Frazier * I could .see how 
badly he was cut"

NEW YORK (AP) - Is the 
National Basketball Association 
finally about to merge with the 
rival American Basketball As- 
sociation*;^ "There is a minimal 
possibility that such a proce­ 
dure will take place before the 
week is over,” said NBA Com­ 
missioner 
Walter 
Kennedy 
Monday, adding, "I don’t think 
it is a strong possibility.” 
Kennedy, attending the open­ 
ing of the week-long NBA meet­ 
ings, was trying to squelch a 
flurry of rumors about a pos­ 
sible merger, which he said 
may have been started by the 
ABA. 
The NBA was not expected to 
discuss the merger situation 
formally until Wednesday or 
Thursday. The ABA was sched­ 
uled to meet Thursday and Fri­ 
day in Louisville. 
Kennedy said Herman Sar- 
kowsky, owner of the Portland

deal, six ABA

Indiana, San 
Antonio, Denver and Carolina, 
which would shift to Cincin­ 
nati—would pay an indemnity 
to join the NBA. 
ABA teams in Memphis, San 
Diego, Utah and financially 
troubled Virginia, already tak­ 
en over by the league, would be 
dropped before the merger.

The American chief executive 
was told peace will never come 
to the Middle East without ma­ 
jor concessions which Israel so 
far won’t make—withdrawal 
from all 
territory captured 
from the Arabs, including Old 
Jerusalem, and restoration of 
Palestinian “ rights.’’ 
Nixon earned praise from the 
Arabs and displeasure in Israel 
for the new era of good w’ill 
that is opening up between the 
United States and the Arab 
world. But he found no soft­ 
ening in Arab conditions for a 
lasting peace 


The message was the same in 
Cairo. Jiddah. Damascus and 
Amman 
Nixon admitted he 
had no solutions in his brief­ 
case, but promi.sed to u.se 
Washington’s influence to main­ 
tain momentum for a settle­ 
ment. 
Egyptian President .Anwar 
Sadat talked of removal of Is­ 
raeli forces from the Sinai Pen­ 
insula and of settling the Pale­ 
stinian question.

shrines, spoke of returning Je­ 
rusalem to Arab sovereignty.

advocated that the diet for 
diverticulosis or spastic colon 
should include whole wheat 
bread (be careful to get the kind 
that really is made trora wnoie 
wheat flour and not half whole 
wheat, half white flour and then 
colored). The diet should avoid 
a ll products made with white 


flour, including any of the 
dessert items. 
The whole point is to get 
whole cereal fiber into the diet. 
Salads and vegetables are also

diet that the colon, which is a 
long muscular tube, will have 
something to contract against.
